+ There was a time, not so long 
ago, when had anyone asked in 
what country of Europe the women 
Were most restricted in their acti- 
vities, the answer would at once 
have been, “Turkey.” That ig no 
longer the case. Turkish women 
are now wellin the van of the 
movement for political emamipa- 
tion, The’ Constitution ‘hag been 
altered to permit women to vote at 
the axe of twenty-three (the. same 
as men), and, similarly, they can 
become Deputles at the 
thirty-one. At the recent elections 
for the Grand National Assembly 
there were aeventeen women ‘eand 
dates and‘ all were elected, The 
only restriction on women now 
in thelr search’ for political 
advancement in ‘Turkey ofa that 
the wife of. a Deputy cannot 
be on candidate. Goverriment 
In Turkey Is broadening out in 
other ways than through 
political emancipation of women.

The vision of n population ad- 

vanced from tho elementary to a 
higher standard of academic at- 
tuinment may look attractive at 
the firat impinge of the idea. But 
how would dt actually pan out? 
- So far ‘as general knowledge 
goes, the attainments commonly 
Togarded as education by our 
school experts, my experience is 
that ut present the products of the 
elementary, and certainly of the 
accondary, schools are usually 
rather ahead of tho average “pub- 
lic school” output. It is only 9 
small minority of public school 
scholars, those with real en- 
thusiusm.for education and apti- 
tude ag well, who compare favour- 
ably in mere knowledge with the 
Proletarian’ youth. 

In too many cases all the pre~ 
sent public school boy or girl 
acquires by their expensive educa- 
tlon’is more or less debatable 
public school accent, perhaps 
slightly better manners, and all 
that ia associated with that highly 
controversial emblem known as 
the old school tie, 

Just: those advantages which 
the public school confera seem to 
Me precisely those that the ex- 
tended school age limit would not 
give the prolotarian youth. Be- 
cause they are-mainly a matter of 
domestic and social environment. 
There may be something to bo said 
for the public school discipline, 
but that is just what the proletar- 


inn parents would not tolerato in,
